The summer was coming on, and | 
longed for some place away from the 
city where 1 could go after business 
hours to pass the night and return in 
the morning.

all practical‘lines could. be ‘followed

be taken. Gardening. is practical, but 
it must not be drudgery gardening, 
The motive 1s not to rear products in 
abundance but to: give the children 
intelligence, insight, and liking for it, 
Two guiding thoughts for this work 
are, first, to have the work well plan- 
ned aud organized and to nave differ- 
ent problems different yenrs. If these 
rules are followed out, by .the time 
the child leaves school he ‘will have 
an insight into almost every depart 
ment of agricultural life. This inter- 
esting and instructive address of Dr 
Millax’s closed the morning session. 


In the afternoon, Inspector McNally 
gave a very practical talk on ‘Busy 
Work for the Little Ones in Ungraded 
Schools,” and he delighted the hearts 
of teachers by his raady and ingenious 
devices for the solution of the prob- 
lem. He {suggested picture cutting, 
pasting, stencils, sewing cards, paper 
folding and weaving, pegs, colored 
sticks, word builders, language games 
and innumerable other things,
